A Company to Manufacture Sodi¬ 
um, Etc. 


lion. Jas. S. Wright of South 
Paris was at West Paris a week 
ago and organized a corporation 
for the manufacture of sodium, 
under the name of the Moore Pro¬ 
cess Company. Tho officers are 
as follows: 

G. W. Ridlon, president and man¬ 
ager. 

II. P. Dennison, clerk and treasurer. 

H. K. Moore, chemist. 

Directors—Geo. W. Ridlon, Harlan P. 
Dennison, nugh K. Moore, Edward A. 
Allen and Arthur E. Sloan. 

The capital stock of tho compa¬ 
ny Is $200,000. The-purpose of the 
company is to engago in the man¬ 
ufacture of sodium and other sub¬ 
stances in which metallic sodium 
is used, and a general electro 
chemical business.. 

Miv Moore in an interview with 
the Democrat says: 

“It has long been known that 
sodium existed in largo quantities 
in common salt, but the process of 
extracting it have been slow and 
expensive,^so that, whilo the sup¬ 
ply has never been equall to the 
demand, it lias constantly increas¬ 
ed until over a million pounds 
were manufactured last year— 
mostly in England, and the price 
owing to the expensive methods of 
extraction, has been necessarily 
kept up to about a dollar a pound.” 

Mr. Moore set to work move than 
a year ago with a series of experi¬ 
ments to obtain a new and cheaper 
process for tho extract of sodium. 
Ho has labored with zeal of the 
true spirit of invention—he has 
pondered night and day upon the 
problem, and at last his efforts 
have been crowned with success, 
and the ontcomo is tho organiza¬ 
tion of the Mooro Process Company 
as abovo. 

This company lias now under 
construction a vory largo dynamo 
for their use in tho manufacture of 
sodium potassium, magnesium, 
sodium, peroxido and bleaching 
powder.
